LoNoo.v, Nov. 11. — Geo. J. Fryor, 
who was postmaster, telephone agent, 
express agent, and kept a drug store at 
Glencoo, has gone to the States.

But by far the greatest loss appears to 
devolve upon the Ex[iress Oompaay, 
for he received four express parcels 
contniiiiiig .^(i.OOO, which were entru.st- 
ed to him as agent of the company, and 
which he gave a receipt for in due 
form, but which he is said' to have 
taken with him. Five thousand dollars 
belongeil to the Traders' Bank and the 
other .$1,000 to Swaisland Bros. He 
left his wife beliiiid. 

lliLiiiNA, Nov. 10. — The Northwest 
Council no'.v in ses.sion hero promises 
to have a stormy time, and there is a 
motion on the paper for the production 
of a memorial s-jut by the couiieil in 
executive session to the Dominion gov- 
ernment last year, and souici startling 
discloiirs a r(^ expected if the papers 
aro produced. 

Ottawa, Nov. 11, — At the assize 
court to day Murtagli Mcllugh, llen- 
rv Goodwin and David Brock, charged 
with committing rape on Ikdia Gra 
ham, were found guilty. Judge Rose 
then had the five men, Rolph, Ryan, 
Black, Burns and Nolan, previously 
found guilty of raping Miss IVuman, 
brought in, and sentenced tlie whole 
eight to imprisonment for life in King- 
ston penitentiary. The judge stated 
that but for the jury's recommendation 
to mercv lie woulil lie.ve s(Mitenct'tl 
them to" death. The prisoners were 
hitherto con:<idered respectable. The 
court room wa.« crowded. The screams 
of relatives of tiie condemned men were 
pitiable in the extreme. 

Captain Perley, of the Public Works 
Department, will shortly leave for 
British Columbia to in.spect tho grav- 
ing dock works at Esquimalt. 

Hi.MOL'.sKi, Nov. 1-2. — Mrs. John 
t^uinn, whso husband was drowned re- 
centiv, died to-day of a broken heart. 

"Charlottetown, P. E. I., despatch 
fives the story of tlie mysterious mur- 
der of liiu.boy Fitzpatrii-k, for which 
two young men named Fi.slier and Rob- 
ori.son are under arrest. Fisher turned 
Queen's evidence and says Robertson 
and himself were driving home, and 
had a gun with them. The Fitzpatrick 
boy was passing along the road, when 
Robertson said: "1 will crack a cap on 
the gun and frighten him.'' in another 
moment the gun was discharged, when 
Roliertson, who had fir(?d it, said: "My 
God, 1 didn't know it was loaded." 

St. John, N. B., Nov. 12.— The 
Scott Act in Fredericton was sustained 
on appeal by a majority of 13, The Act 
was sustained in tho same constituency 
three years ago by 40. 

'J'he Conservatives have nominatiHl 
F. E. Barber, Q. 0., to represent them 
in the coming election in the constitu- 
ency of St. John, vacated by Sir 
Leonard Tilley. The liberals have not 
made their selection yet. 

Toronto, Nov. 13. — A singular case 
showing the contagious nature of small 
pox, has been discovered here. A child 
who died of smaUpos had a pet cat 
which it fondled during its illne,ss. 
When the health orticials came to dis- 
infect the house the cat was found to 
be covered with small-pox pustules. It 
was taken and shot and its body burn- 
ed. 

Typhoid fever and diptheria are now 
prevalent in the city. Two Roman 
Oatholic priests and two reporters are 
down with typhoid. To the disgraceful 
sanitary state of the city is to be at- 
tributed the presence of these scourge.s. 
Rev. Father Lonergan died to-day 
sf typhoid fever. 

General Middleton inspected tiie 
Queeu's Own and Koyal Grenadiers on 
Gaariaon Common to day. Both regi- 
ments were coiiiiratulatc^d by tho Gen- 
eral.

tach Tliebaiv'H, tLrri'ory, nn fur an thu 
region of the yban tribes at least, to 
British India. The Shan tribes are, indeed, 
reported to be desiroua uf British rule, and 
if the whole region ia taken in, the Chinese 
frontier will tmioh ill it of Biitiah India, 
and the piopoaed railroad to Ohiiiesu ter- 
ritory will probalily be built Bat Upper 
Burmah will not be taken without a 
Blrug^^lo. Sixty miles fnun the Bi'iliah 
frontier station uf 'I'liayel-niyo, on the 
Irrawaddy rivor, ia Alinh-hi, where The- 
baw has a fort built by an Italian ollioer, 
which could, wilh proper ordnance, do 
some damaf;.;; but it has only a few j^uua 
mounted. Again, hfieen miles below 
Mandulay are several forts oomtnanding 
the river, but the}* are not considered by 
the Brii ish (illiccrii r.! ^i-fat iiuporlance. 
JNlandala) iiaeil ia wi; hut!!. di'fi'Usivo wnrk.s 
of any iiiii)i'i t.Liic",:uul can be ahelled from 
a point two iiii-L-a nil' with destrnotivo 
etl'ect. Tliebaw'a tjuards, ten or titteun 
thousand in number, would not slay for 
the shelling, and if Mandalay falls Bur- 
mah is an easy prey to General Prender- 
(jast, who has 10,000 men, several gun- 
boats and .suilicient ainllery b>r the job in 
haitd. AVith Thebaw's snbjecta longing 
to get rid of him, and the mdepondent 
Shan tribes ready to welci ine the Enf;lish, 
there does nut sucni to be any prospect 
of long oontinued resistance by Thebaw, 
whose crimes have stamped him 
aa a monster of iniiiuity. The por- 
tion of Burmah nccnpiud and annexed by 
the British aince 182"! tias been excoptiini- 
ally good property. It is rich, and very 
productive in tropical pruduct-f. Native 
Burmah is in area about 102,000 siiuare 
miles, and has a population of nearly <t,- 
000,000. Tliebaw'a revenue is about .$5,- 
000,000, and he rarely yoes out of Man- 
dalay, hia capital. Tliebaw waa nurtured 
in an atmospliere of hint ami deviltry, 
and has coiitiiuii.'<l to inini.itor to liia paa- 
aiona as the soU^ end cl cxL-jti-nce. lli.s 
country is noted for ita teak forests, and 
as teak is used exclusively for shipbuild- 
ing in that (juarter, thf. forests are cape- 
cially valuable. 'J'lu-baw claima thai the 
Bombay company owes its laborera 011 the 
leased teak hinds' tho sum of JjilOO.OOO,-

XIIE COWICIIAIM BIG LAKE. 

Trip ttom. niaplc Bay to Head 

- w ' oir JLakc' 

To THE Editor:— 'Having very recently 
returned from a second viisit to this lake 
both made within tho last few weeks, the 
Brat trip by the Cowiohan river, going and 
roturning, the last by the newly made 
trail to tho oiiat end of the lake at tbe 
outtlow of the Cowichan river, I think, 
perhaps, that some of your readers may 
be interested to have a brief aeuuuut of 
both routes and of this lake and its sur- 
roundings and capabilities for settlers. 
On both occasions I littod out with neces- 
saries from Holmea' store at Somenoa, the 
iieareat point to tho lake. The distance 
of Somenoa from cither Majilu li.iy or 
Cowichan ia about seven miles; from 
thence to where you strike the new trail 
to tho lake at Mr. Jerdon's farm, six 
miles, and from Jerdon's farm to the lake 
at tho termination of tho trail, aovonteen 
miles; the distance, therefore, from the 
landing place from the atoamer Amelia at 
Maple Bay or Cowichan ia about thirty 
miles by road. By water from Cowichan 
Bay it must bo quite five niilea further, 
and puling up stream is a long tedious 
journey of from throo to four daya, and 
dangerous for most white men to attempt 
without o.xperiencod Indiana. 

By tho good olticea of IMr. Lomaa, the 
Indian agent, I obtained for my lirst jour- 
ney by river two good Indians, the one 
the old Indian chief VVoolastom, of Soino- 
,i;o3 ranch, and a younger man, Jim, who 
apoke a littlo English. It cook us four 
daya to reach tho lake; tho obstacles f-.- un 
fallen trees must bo seen to be uiiilor- 
stood, at times wo had to de[)red3 the 
prow of tho canoe to force it under over- 
hanging trees, and the Indians were con- 
stantly in the water. There are two port- 
ages, one

at the falls half-way, tho other at the 
rapids nearer to tho lake. Aa we passed 
these falls tho run of salmon waa in full 
swing, and ovory rivulet over the roeka 
was filled with fluttering ti-ili of 
all sizes going ui) the falls* to 
the lake. I w:itched them for two 
hours, and calculated tliat not less 
than 3,000 salmon passed tho falls each 
hour whilst on the run. I gaffed three 
at the moment of our starting, ar.d might 
have gafl'od aa many hundreds. I noticed 
in tho shallows above tho fa'ls that many 
!ish wore bruised and battered jumping at 
tho falls thoinselvea in the rockier part, 
and thought that a few charges of dyii.a- 
rnito 111 the rucks would make an easier 
run for them. We saw no game en route 
save a few groujo, shot for tho pot, al- 
though the marks of deor and be;ir were 
oi! tho bulks where wo camped, ami the 
Indians aaid tho boara were on tho l iver 
clawing up salmon. The evening of the 
fourth day wo camped on Mr, Charles 
Morrow's clearing on the oast end cf the 
lake and at the extremity of the new 
land trail, there also we found an Indian 
named Nita Luk, or Charlie, who having 
quarreled with another Indian, who had

had loft hia own house and garden on the 
Other side of the lake in order to seek tho 
protection of the white man; at all events 
this was hia story, of which more anon. 

Tho next day we proceeded up the lake 
by tho north bank, being joined by a 
weal coast Indian named Sam, alias 
"Kartharmakan," who lives in a hut 
about a mile above the new trail, on the 
border of the lake. This Indian came 
with his wife and three children ii. their 
own canoe, and was tho man the Indian 
Charlie was afraid of. Hitherto we had 
been followed by the two dogs of my In- 
dians all the way from Somonos, but as 
we passed the narrows up the lake on tho 
north aide, the giant bouldere thero were 
too much for tho dogs, who found them 
impafisable, and wo lust them. 

Thero aro, however, on thia north shore 
facing the southwest, many places, ao.me 
with tilt alder bottoms and rich aoil well 
adapted for settlera, and v?ith pebbly 
beaches in front; yet for a long lime llu; 
only a|iproach to such aettlrtments if niado 
would be by water way of the hike tiloni-, 
for tho diliiculties and great exponae of 
making a ri.'ud around the lake to connect 
such settloinonts would bo most insuper- 
able at first. There aro phicea on the 
north shore alone fur quite thirty farms. 
At the northwest extremity uf the lake 
whore there is an

there aro eonio fifteen Imiulred acres of 
I comparatively flat land, covered willi 
maple, alder and heavy timber, but of 
rich rod soil that would grow anything; 
there are no natural clearings around the 
lake whatever, and all would have to be 
made. Passing through the narrows of 
the lake and leaving lieliind us a siOiiU 
dal iflland of soniu seven acres cviaed 
with amall trees, wo camped on a favor- 
able spot half-way up the lake. The ex- 
treme length of the lake from end to end 
I judge to bo about twenty-seven miles, 
it vcaa agreed that the Indian Sam should 
loavB before dawn to gat potatoes and 
shoot a deer lor oiir c'iinp, and join uii » I, 
the nc'Xtjlaltino place at the extremity ^t 
tho lake; and nfter breakfast neic morn- 
ing I and my Indians proceeded up the 
lake, passing four mure islets on tlio way. 
Throwing out a spoon bait wo soon had 
live .iplendffl lake trout, noith-.ir of tli-_'m 
less than four pounds weiuht, wlien I 
stopped (ishiug. Arriving Et the end i.'f 
the lake we camped on an old cainidiig 
ground, under two splendid cedars, ami 
we were shortly joined by the Indian Sdni 
and family. Ho had with him a large 
sack of splendid potatoii.i (which latter I 
discovered he had robboil from the L,on di'ii 
of the miserable "'Nita Luk," or "Ohitr- 
lio") and to my disgust tho carcaca of one 
deer only and the reeking hiiles of three 
others. I had hoard 6vti shots only fired 
,ind thero were two holes in one of the 
-skina, so the man was a good shot, for ho 
had not inissod. He is a west coast fndiaii 
.and tp.kes the prodneo of his ski:i huniing 
to the west ci.iast nhout (J'lrislmaa 
of each year, and he has huts of plaiika 
and poles at salient points for hunting 
all round the lake, and no other Indian 
dare trespass on his beats. Now that 
white men are coming to tho lake ho 
boasts he 

WILL NOT LEAVE A nEER 

within their reach. In now settlements 
the deer of the forest is the settler's mut- 
ton, or ho must fall back upon salted 
meats, ponding the clearing n't land mid 
tho poieoning out of the vvoIvm, -.^1110(1 
will alone enable him to have sheep. 
Neither can a settler afford time to travel 
a long distance out and in for venison, 
and Indians of tho Sam type aro peats 
to the community. They akin hunt all 
the year round, in defiance of the law, 
and can earn more by this method in a 
month than an industrious white man can 
in the backwoods earn in two. 

But to proceed. The ohjeot of my 
journey was the ascent of a mountain 
peak behind the first hills at tho north- 
west extremity of tho lake, which peak I 
was cold, was only free from snow at the 
end of the year before the now snow fell. 



With thia intention wo loft most of our 
traps and provisions in camp 111 charge of 
an Indian woman, taking only biacuita, 
butter, cotiee, sugar and blauketa in light 
packs, Indian Sam being onoof the party. 
We started after breakfast and climbed 
steadily for eight hours over bad enough 
ground and tough enough obstacles until 
at suiisot we arrived ut tho top of the 
first mou!it;uii overhanging the lake, 
where we camped, nt an elevation of be- 
tween 50U0 and tlOOO feet, the mountain 
top bn'keii into open gladea of grass and 
heath iind ■•paraely wootled.

bitterly from tho cold, our coffee^ettlo 
being frozen up in the morning and the 
mountain streams being fringed with 
icicles and l!io poola fro;;on thick. We 
s.iv.- no (leer, and \vu had only what wo 
had brought wiili us to eat. When I bad 
th awed llio indians and inysidf with hot 
c 'tlV'o and fro/.,-n butter (it was a lovoly, 
bright, clear day, after- ruin), we proceed- 
ed to descend a slight declivity to climb 
the next peak, about 800 or 1000 feet 
higher' and almost bare of hruahwood or 
trees. On arriving at the lo[) there lay 
before ua a [iinorania of iho lake and of 
half the island of Vancouver. We could 
clearly see across the straits of Georgia 
and Fuca on uitiier aide, with mountains 
beyond. Looking westward to the 
coast was a deep inlet from the sea, 
which was visible from its mouth to 
its termination. Thia inlet from tho 
West coast runs inwards aliuoat at right 
angles to Cowichan lake. An imaginary 
line doun tlit' ceiiiro of the lake from end 
tu end would, if continued, meet a line 
drawn down the inlet at almost a right 
angle. Tho coast line on the admiralty 
chart lays down thia inlet correctly; but 
from our olevitioii 1 could aeo at a glance 
that tho position of the Cowichan lake on 
this chart waa altoj;ether wrong and that 
it lies nearer the wnsl coast and further 
east tb.aii it is placed in tho maps; In 
f.i^! it IS an open question what part of if, 
if any, lies inside tho railway belt. From 
tlio wear extremity of tho lake to thia m- 
lef, may be a doi;ijn milci down tho In- 
dian trail to tho west coast; and it ap- 
peared feaaiblo that a water tlumo from 
the lake to thia inlet would oarry sawn 
lumber ready for shipment and uridamag- 
ed in condition, whilst to float logs down 
the Cowichan river from the east end 
would entail endlesr trouble, short logs, 
and damai^'ed eiida, to say nothing of the 
riaks of a jamb at tho

when in a Hood the debris of fallon trcea, 
roi^ta and all came down in a trethet. A 
Hume also on thi.s idiile would be diliicnlt 
'of construction, nor coiild dams be woU 
constructed without interfering with ex- 
isting rights and freedom of the rivor 
way. 

To return ! to the top of oiir mountain. 
Looking over the ialand from strait to 
strait v.aa one sea of hilla and valleys 
clothed with limber to their aummits, 
only some uf the highest peaks being 
rocky and bare. Below us at a depth uf 
two thousand feet (itself being four thous- 
and feet above the so4) lay a lemon shap- 
ed lake quite a mile long by threo quar- 
ters bread, which the Indians docl.-ired 
had no bottom. I v.ill call thia "lake 
Lemon," and our peak "Mount Rosa." 
1 thought as I looked over that billowy 
stroich of liills what pngsibilitiea might 
not be hidden in their busoms, and what 
sort of mighty Ibinu'S from that lake 
our wtbleni iniiiera might not some 
day otarc to mining work.s below. 
It was tho rutting season, and the deer 
were 011 the lower levels, and our poor 
supply of grub was almost run out. 
Clouds wore ranging up that evening 
looking like snow. We camped on our 
ioriner ninuntiiin that nit;ht, and started 
in ihi! inoriiing for llic lake we bad left. 
All ihat day wu walked over bad giound, 
ni(H"e dillicult to descend than to climh; 
night overtook u.s and wo had to camp out 
in the forest, and we reached tho lake by 
noon thu following day. We saw soiiio 
splendid cedars en nmtu, one I ineaaured 
six foot from thu ground was twenty-one 
feet round.

Mr. Jeff Davis arrived down from Yale 
on Tuesday evening, iind to a reporter uf 
77ie Co/o/iiai gave some news of his pros- 
pecting in the Big Bead country during 
the past season. Mr. Davis was one of 
a party of four, consisting of Messrs. .Ion- 
kins, Tetrow, Buckler and himself, going 
into the district from Farwell by boat on 
the 20th of May last. They located 

FOUR DISTI.NCr LUDdliS 

well defined, running northeast and south- 
west, slate formation. Rough tests made 
of the "Jenny" ledge showed about 
§2500 to the ton; that of tlie "Princess," 
$1800. Specimens have been sent east 
and to California. These ledges are from 
three to five feet in width. 

The Lyons ledge is the largest yet dis- 
covered in the country, being abouc thir- 
ty font in width, and consisting of pay 
ore its entire width, with any quantity in 
sight. 

The Barrett party have got a wonder- 
fully rich ledge of gold (juartz. In one 
pocket there was a honeycomb of gold, 
which would assay over §100,000 to the 
ton, and the gold from which has more 
than paid the season'.-i expenses.

LOt'ATRI) A OALKNA LKDOE 
which assayed very hit;h in silver 
also carries a. lieavy percentage of 
Sam Wade likewise located a similar rich 
galena deposit. 

These gold and silver ledges are all lo- 
cated in Big Bond within three or four 
miles of each other, proving the wonder- 
ful minorel wealth of that district. .-V 
number of easter/i Canadian capitalists 
have interested thetnselves in the lodges, 
and are now pnrelii.iini; machinery to bo 
forwarded in tiio s[)riiig t') the iiiioe.i, bo 
there is certain to be a thoroughly practi- 
cal teat made cf the ore. There is no 
question in the mind of experts such as 
Mr. Davis that this will prove the country 
to be of such fabu'nusly rich char.ictor 
that it must attract the attention of the 
whole c(.ntiii nit, and there will undoubt- 
edly be a large influx of capital and niin- 
ers into the district.

THE TEASER. 

Captniu Wui. Moor« Cli:tr;f(Ml 
with Piracy. 

William Moore, arrestad upon a war- 
rant issued upon the information of J. H, 
Turner, of "^I'urner, Beeton it Co., ap- 
peared before Mr. E. Johnson yesterday 
afternoon to a charge of piracy in feloni- 
ously taking away the steamer Teaser. 

Mr. Theodore Davie, who appeared for 
the prosecution, said that piracy was one 
of the most serious crimes known to the 
law, ranking among the list of oH'enses to 
which the Ashburten treaty applied, and 
until recently punishable by death. The 
offence consists in conimittiug those acts 
of robbery and depredation within the jur- 
isdiction of the admiralty which if com- 
mitted on land would be felo^iy there. 
No statute of Canada had been passed 
upon the subject, but (quoting from 
Clarke's criminal law, page8'J) the statutes 
governing the oli'ence in the Dominion 
are the imperial statutes 28 Hen. 8, c. 15, 
11 and 12; Will. 2, o. 7, and 12 and 13; 
Vic. c. 9C; and it has been decided in 
Canada that all local magistrates are 
bound to take cognizance of the otiencu 
committed iu any of the waters of Canada 
including also the inland lakes. In this 
case Capt. Moore, the defendant, bad for 
upwards of a year past been engaged by 
Turner, Beeton it Co., in the capacity uf 
ooinmauder of the steamer Teaser, which 
boat had been built by means contributed 
by the prosecutors who held mortgages 
ainountint to §8000. Turner, I'eoton & 
Co., since the boat was tirst launched and 
placed on the route between here and 
New Weotmioster, had been actually in 
possession, had received the freights and 
paid all wages niid disbursements. The 
boat was registered in the name of one of 
Moore's sons, and another son was em- 
ployed by Turner, lieetni) Co. as 
purser, but the whole inanagemoiit and 
control were Turner, Beeton & Co.'s. 

On Thursday last the Toaaer returned 
from New Weatminster, and the next day, 
without the knowledge of the prosecutor, 
a clearance was obtained for Rocho Har- 
bor, from which place it has since been 
ascertained she was cleared for Petropau- 
lovski, in Asiatic Russia, and was a few 
days ago mot by the steamer Boscowitz 
abftve Seymour narrows, making her way 
north. The defendant did not take pas- 
sage in the ship, but it would be proved 
that he had controlled the vesjcl's move- 
ments and was respojiisible for her disap- 
pearance. 

When taxed by Mr. Turner with steal- 
ing the boat he had remarked, "Don't 
odl it stealing. I've seen that she has 
got away." It would also be shown that 
Henry Moore, the registered owner, had 
left on the Tenser, and us a proof of the 
defendant's eollusion an advertisement 
inserted in Wednesday's Ci)l<i}ii.tt, signed 
'•Henry IMoore, per William iMoore," 
would bo proved to have been inserted by 
Captain Moore. Other facts would also 
be given in evidence showing the defend- 
ant's direct complicity with the piracy; 
which had been prompted by a dispute 
which seeiiiud to have arisen about the 
accounts. 'J'hese facts, counsel urged, 
brings the prisoner within section U of 
the statute, U and 12 Will. 3,0. 7, which 
enacts: "If any commander or master 
of any ship, or any seaman or mariner, 
shall 111 anyplace where the admiralty bus 
jurisdiction, betray his trust and turn 
pirate, enemy or rebel and piratically and 
feloniously run away with hia or their 
ship or ships, or any barge, boat, ordnance, 
ammunition, goods or mercliaiidiae, or 
yield them up voluntarily to any pirate, 
enemy or rebel, or consult, combine or 
confederate with or attempt or endeav(,'r 
to corrupt any commander, master ollioer 
or mariner tn yield up or run away with 
any ship, goods or inerchandiae, or turn 
pirates, or go over to pirates * * 
he shall be adjudged, deemed and taken 
to be a pirate, felon and robber, and suf- 
fer death, ' etc. (The penalty wa.-i altered 
to imprisoiimont by a Bubseiiuent net) and 
b}' 8 (!eo. 1., c. 2-1, a. 3. acces.sorios are 
punishable the same as principals. 

John Herbert Turner, called, deposed 
that he was a member of Turner, Beoton 
& Co. That his firm furnished the meat h 
for building tho Toaaer. She wa.s mort- 
gaged to Thomas AlUop for fdOOO, which 
mortgage they had taken up and had bad 
transferred to them. They alf-o held 
another n^nrtgaga for §2000. They had 
been in possession since the steamer wa.s 
built. Had appointed defendant captain, 
had paid all oxponsoa of tho boat and hati 
re eived all receipts. The boat ran on 
the Victoria and New Westminster roote. 
She returned from New Westminslur on 
the 12th and should have returned to 
New Westminster on the evening of the 
13:h; but early on that day the was miss- 
ing, and it was discovered had cleared for 
Roche harbor. Had caused innuiries to 
bo made there, and had on Tuesdaj' found 
out whore the ship had cleared fur from 
there. (Counsel for prisoner objected to 
witneea stating the result of his iiiquirici. 
Objection sustained.) On Saturd ly mot 
prisoner at Mr. Eberts' office, where he 
had been reciuested to come and bring tho 
steamer's books. After so me conver.ia- 
tion about the nccourits witness followed 
prisoner out and asked hi'n, "Why did 
you Hteiil tho steamerV to which the pris- 
oner repii.;(l, "Don't call it stealing. I 
got her od. " 

At the conclusion of Mr. Turner'i* ox - 
amina^ion the magisH'ate snijgcEled an 
udjoiunmeiit, to v.-bich Sir. Taylor, Capt. 
Jlooro's counsel, asaented, and v.'i.alied ft 
remand until Friday, as he xaa not suf- 
ficiently instructed then to croas-oxamine 
Mr. Turner. 

Mr. Taylor applied foi- bail, and re- 
markod that tho case was not so eerioiiH 
as tho prosecution seemed to deem it. At 
most it was a breach of trust. Counsel 
ipjotcd a ease where a captain of a ship 
had sold the cargo and burnt the ship, 
but this was held not to be piracy. 

Mr. Davio replied that the case quoted 
was before the passage of tho statute un- 
der which the prosecution proceeds. 

His honor thought the charge a very 
serious one, and would not accept leas 
tlin-i S8000 bail. 

Prisoner was committed to prison in 
default of bail.

INDIANS THAT S2^M PlflE-PROOF. 



Veonllarltlos of tlio "Haslilcawn"' Dunco 
of tho Navaloc.^— A Strangu Scono. 
IPeiiver Le(,tef.J f ,• 

Sir. John B. Sweet, who has recently 
hoca traveling in Kot» Mosioo and Ari- 
zona, gives an ■ intecesting: and graphic 
sketch of the " Ilashkawn- Jjanco, ""^iwhich 
Lo had wilucssea at one of the Xavajo 
ii.^ncies. It took placo in a largo cofral 
or inclosuro of an irroiiularly circular 
form, about forty pacL-s in iliamcter. Its 
fence, about ci,L;'iit ftct hij^'Ii, was con- 
structed of fresh juuiiier and piiiou 
houi^'hs. In thu center was ii conical pile 
of dry wood, abi.ut tbirleeu foot high, 
which was lo make the great ccntnil lire. 
Around this, a lew feel froiii tlia fence, a 
do/en smaller tiros were burning for the 
comfort and convoiiiouce of the specta- 
tors, who numbered ;il)0Ut_ ."00 men, 
women and children, SJ^'hcreu heru from 
the various p.arts of ll>ii Kavajo country. 

The fire dance was tbo most picturesquo 
and startling; of nil. ^'oule limo before 
the dancers entered I heard si ran -e sounds 
mingled witli the blowing of the biUfalo 
horn. The sounils were much like the 
cidl of the sand hill crane, and may, per- 
haps, be properly called "trumpeting," 
and they v.'ere nuule by the dancers coa- 
Btautiy during ■ ho cscrci>e.s. Tho noises 
continued to grow louder and como 
nearer, until wc heard them t tho o])en- 
Ing in tho cast, and in a mo- 
ment after men havin;; no more 
clothing on than n breucbeloul en- 
tered. Every man boru a long, thick 
bundle of shretiileti cedar bark in each 
hand, o.xccpt thu leader, who carried four 
smaller fa^'ots of the aame material. 
Four times tliey all danced around the 
Are, waving their bundles of bark toward 
the fiamo; then they hailed in tho east; 
the leader advanced toward tho central 
lire, lit one of his liiile fagots, and, 
trumpeting lonilly, threw it over tho 
fence of the coral in the east, lie per- 
formed as niilar act at tho south, the 
west, and tho north, but before the north- 
ern brand was thrown he lit with it tho 
fagots of bis comrades. As each brand 
disappeared over the fence, some of tho 
spectators blow into their hands, 
and made a motion as if tossing 
some sub-stance after the departing tlamo. 

When the fagots wore all lit, tho whole 
band began a wild ruce around tho tiro. 
' At first they kept close together and spat 
upon one another some BuuntaDCc of sup- 
posed medicinal virtue. Soon they scat- 
tered and ran, apparently without concert, 
the rapid racing causing the brands to 
throw out long brilllaut strcamors of 
flame over tho naked hands ani arms of 
the dancers. They then proceeded to ap- 
ply tho brands to their own nude bodies, 
and the bodies of iheir conir:i;lcs iu front 
of them— no iiiau evur onen turning 
around. At times tho (iancer struck tlie 
victim vigorous blow.s with bis llaming 
wand; again he seized Iho tlame ns if it 
were a sponge, and, creeping clo.se lo Ihe 
one pursued, rubbed tlie back of tlic lat- 
ter for several monicnls ns if he wero 
bathing him. in the nier.ufiiiie, Ihe sufferer 
would caleh up wilh sun-.i^ one iu front of 
him, and in turn ballio liirn ir. i:ame. At 
times when a dancer foiiiid no one in 
front of him, ho proceeded to "sponge" 
hia own back, and miglit keep this up 
while making two or three circuits around 
the Are, or until ho overtook some one 
else. At each application of the blaze tho 
loud trumpeting was hcanl, and it often 
seemed as if a liock of a hundred cranes 
were winging their wav overhead, south- 
ward through the darkness. If a brand 
became o.viiuiiuished. It was lit again in 
the central tire, but when it was so far 
consumed as to be no longer hold con- 
veniently in the hand, the dancer clropped 
It and riishctl trumpeting out of t)io cor 
raL Thus one by one they [ill deparleil, 
and the spectators stopped into the areiui, 
picked up the fascicles of the .'"i.Ucn frag- 
.ments of bark, lit them and bathed their 
. ^ hands in the flames as a charm against tho 
evil effects of flra 

"Were they not blistered?" aslced the 
reporter. 

"They were not hurt in tho least, " was 
the answer. " I believe they were ijro- 
tected ty a coating of earth or clay paint. 
That, however, did not make the clloct 
any less strange. I have behold man)' lire 
scenes on tho stage, many acts of tire- 
eating and flre-handling hy civilized jug- 
glers, and many lire dances by other In- 
dian tribes, but nothing qulto eom|iarab!e 
to this. Tho scenic ac.essories wero 
unique. Demi ns scourging lost souls 
with tho eternal tire could scarcely bo 
pictured to look more awful. "

PREPARING DESSICATED COCOANUT. 



The Oporntloa In Detail — Cracktiij; the 
Nllfn— Griiullns tho Tulp. 

IXtnv York- ^iiill and K.-cpr-n<.l ■ 

"TCo, sir, wo don't make cocoimuts, " 
said a member of a firm who-e sign read, 
"Cocoanut Manufiiccuring company," iu 
response to an hi'iuiry of a reporter. 
"What wo do is to prepare the couoanut 
for confectioners, bakers and lamilies, to 
be used for jnes and pastry. 
The nuts are bronglil here by the vessel 
load, some ships bringing as many as 
400,000 in a cargo. They are put up in 
bags of one hundred cacii. The average 
weight of the green nut is one and one- 
half pounds. The best are thoso thickest 
in meat and richest in natural - oil and 
, sugar. They como from ban Bias, Cow 
is'and, San Andreas, Baatans, Jamaica, 
and Barocoo. They grow on the islands 
of the Car ibean sea and the trees aie so 
planted that tho roots are consiaiuly 
washed with salt water. The nuts are not 
picked from tho tree hut fall to tho ground 
when ripo beeauso of tiio decay of Iho 
Htems. When the husk is taken olf they 
aro ready for shipping. The perishable 
nature of tho green nut has made desic- 
cated cocoanut more desirable in the 
market, and this is the arlicl«j wo manu- 
facture aw' sell. " 

"What is the operation?" 

"Tho cocoanuts aro placed iu a largo 
hopper, from which they fall lo a zinc 
covered table on a lower lloor. In front 
of this lable several men are place<l, '.vho 
craek tho shell of the nut with a liatchet 
as it falls on tlu; t.-ible. Then the shell is 
pried off, leaving the mc::t v.hole. l- rom 
(} 11 o'clock si.'i men at this v/ork open 

12,000 nuts. A peeling machlno then 

takes off tho brown skin of tho nuts, after 
which the meats aro broken into pieces, 
the milk drawn oif, and the pieces put 
Into tubs of clean, cold W;Uer. Tlii,' meat 
is then inspected ns to its i.uuliiy, and 
no.\t it is put into (f grindinj;- mill turning 
•100 revolutions a mniute. The pulp thus 
made is mixed with granulated sugar and 
•put in long pans of galvanized iron, 
1- -.which are put up in tho desiccators and 
• the water o traded at a high tern peratm o. 
■ An interesting tact anout the work is that 
the entire process must be completed by 2 
o clockinthe afternoon, because of tho 
delicate nature of the fruit Tlie number 
of people emploi ed in this department is 
foriy-8i\'. The desiccated nut is white as 
snow, and perfectly dry, when it lias been 
through tho process, ".ind it Is then al- 
lowed to cool, and is left in a dry temper- 
ature for ten days before it is llnally ).ut 
up for the market. At o o clock each day 
Iho work is all done. " 
"What about the Idea that cocoanut is 
indiMstiblo?" 

"It is BU' posed by many persons to bo 
10. But the best growths show by analy- 
sis about 4S per cent of digestible oils,'.") 
percent, of sugar, about -Hi per cent, of 
water, and only 1 per cent, of ash. This 
being iho case, ihcro is scar, ely nuylhiug 
people cat more digestible aud nutritious. "
